no protection. EEd others need but lit- 
tle." 


If the enterprise of oar people, con- 


pled with immense agricultural and 
mineral resource*, has done It all. 
why does any industrial Interest need 
protection? The best and only answer 
is that It is not true, that the premise 
is unsound and the conclusion erro- 
neous. It does not lie in the month of 
the Xew York: Journal of Commerce or 
any or all of the free trade propagan- 
dists of this country to settle this im- 
portant question in the offhand way of 
savins' in effect that protection never 
did any good in the past and is not now 
needed. The facts of history mafee the 
assertion a silly one. 


The Judgment of those moat vitally 


concerned and to the best position to 
know the truth is exactly to the con- 
trary. What had agricultural and min- 
ers! resources done toe domestic indus- 
try up to 17S9, -when the first protec- 
tive tariff law was passed as the first 
act of legislation enacted by the first 
American congress? Passing over the 
intervening periodm, jrhen industries 
languished or progressed precisely as 
free trade or protection ruled, and com- 
ing «lowa to 1SSX the real beginning of 
onr consistent and unbroken protective 
tariff system, what had agricultural 
and mineral resources done for Amer- 
ican industrial enterprise? 
Fifteen 


years of continuous free trade, from 
the Walker tariff of 1S46 to the Morril: 
tariff of 1S61. found us chleSy en- 
gaged In exporting cotton and food- 
stuffs and taking onr pay. and more, 
too. in foreign manufactures; found us 
with a treasury stripped of gold and a 
credit so weak that our high interest 
bonds could only be marketed abroad 
and at heavy discounts below par val- 
ue. Certainly we had not made much 
of an industrial beginning forty-two 
years ago, after the free traders had 
had their way with us for fifteen 
yeara. Ail our real, substantial prog- 
ress as an industrial nation dates from 
the Morril! tariff of 1S61, a tariff de- 
signed to fill an empty treasury, which 
it did, and to stimulate domestic indus- 
trial production, which It also did. 


Again we quote from the Journal cf 


Commerce: 


"A protective tariff for a country 


that is a large exporter of manufac- 
tured goods, as well as of food and 
raw materials, is a palpable absurdity. 
and there are not lacking abundant evi- 
dences, north, south, east and west, that 
this feeling Is growing. The reciproc- 
ity convention held in November at the 
instance of the National Association 
of Manufacturers was one Indication 
of this."

Quebec. Aug. 14. — As a sequel to 


the decision In the Gaynor-Creene ex- 
tradition case. It is understood here 
that the United States will soon in- 
atitute new proceedings for extradi- 
tion. The victory of Colonel John F. 
Gaynor Sad Benjamin D. Greene 
hi their 
celebrated 
legal 
battle 


against extradition to the United 
States was complete, and the men now 
are at liberty to travel anywhere in 
the British empire. They are wanted 
In connection with alleged frauds in 
harbor work for the federal govern- 
ment involving millions of dollars. 
Judge Caron la the superior court dis- 
charged the prisoners from custody 
of Sheriffs LangHer of Quebec and 
Vales of Montreal. In vrhose official 
care they have been since their sen- 
sational arrest In Quebec last May. 


Judge Caron occupied about two 


hours in delivering his judgment. In 
reviewing the legal proceedings since 
the arrest of the two prisoners, he 
pointed out that their counsel had 
raised an Important Question to the 
effect that the warrant issued by 
Magistrate LaFontalne was illegal, on 
the ground that it did not contain the 
date nor the year In irhlch the al- 
leged offense had been committed. He 
could cot presume when the offense 
was committed, and it may have been 
previous to the signing of the treaty 
between the United States and Great 
Britain, and if so the accused could 
not be held, as the treaties had no 
retroactive effect- 


According to a deposition made in 


Montreal by Mr. Ervrin. counsel for 
the United States, in May last, con- 
tinned Judge Caron. the accused were 
charged -srlUi fraud committed on or 
about Jan. 1. ISo/. That crime -was 
not Included In the treaties, and that 
of receiving ajoaey under false pre- 
tenses tvas only included in the treaty 
of 1900. This was fatal to the prose- 
cutioc. and the warrant issued by 
Judge LaFontaine was defective, as 
the offense included therein did not 
fall under tbe extradition treaty; con- 
•equently the arrest was illegal and 
the accnsed must be set at liberty. 


To Remedy Defects. 


Duxbnry. Mass.. Aug. 14. — The de- 


cision of Judge Caron of Quebec, re- 
leasing Benjamin D. Greene and John 
F. Gaynor. was shown to Solicitor 
General Richards at his 
summer 


home here. He expressed no surprise 
at the action which had been taken. 
He said that if there trere any tech- 
nical defects in the warrant these 
could be easily corrected by the Unit- 
ed States government, and having 
done this the government would re- 
new its efforts to get the ttco men 
back Into this country for trial. 


To Assist Farmers. 


Pierre. S. D.. Aug. 14. — The Fann- 


ers' Xaticnal Co-operative Exchange 
company has filed articles of incorpo- 
rat!on, with capital of ?50,000,000, 
with the secretary of state. The pur- 
poses of the corporation are to buy, 
sell and deal in grain, provisions, live 
stock and all kinds of produce, on 
commission and otherwise, and for 
that purpose build and equip grain 
elevators, -warehouses, cold storage 
plants, stackyards and whatever may 
be necessary to carry on the business 
ot the corporation. One-fourth of the 
capital stock trill be used for building 
the elevators, yards, branch offices. 
etc.. and another fourth will be made 
a cash fund for tbe purpose of deal- 
ing in cash grain and provisions on 
the board of trade. The remaining 
half of the capital stock will be left 
virtually with the farmers In various 
banks where the money has been 
raised to enable them to carry their 
crons for a more favorab'f market.
